Amendments 

1 . The after final amendment of August 1 1 , 2008 has been entered. Claims 4, 9-1 0, 
23-28, 28-29, 41-42 and 44-45 are canceled. Claims 1-3,5-8, 11,13-22, 29-37, 40 and 
43 are under consideration. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

2. The rejection of claims 23-28, 38-39, 41-42 and 44-45 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Evans (WO 02/00844) in view of Volkin et al., (WO 
97/408839) has been withdrawn in view of applicants' amendments. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3,5-8,11,1 3-22, 29-37, 40 and 43 are free of the prior art. There is no 
prior art that teach or suggest a method of preparing a lyophilized composition Claim 1 
is drawn to a method of preparing a lyophilized composition comprising: (a) mixing (i) a 
polyoxyethylene (POE) and polyoxypropylene (POP) block copolymer; (ii) a 
polynucleotide; (iii) a cationic surfactant; and (iv) a monosaccharide, disaccharide 
or oligosaccharide compound; at a temperature below the cloud point of said block 
copolymer to form a mixture; and (b) cold filtering the mixture, wherein filtration occurs 
at a temperature below the cloud point of the block copolymer; and (c) lyophilizing the 
mixture; wherein the lyophilized mixture forms a stable, mono-dispersed composition 
upon reconstitution with an aqueous solution. 
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4. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 11,13-22, 29-37, 40 and 43 are allowed.
